In preparation for the new light 
rail transit system (LRT), the Sacra- 
mento Transit Development Agency 
(STDA) sponsored a groundbreaking 
and tree relocation ceremony on the 
K Street Mall Wednesday 

The event which featured 
speakers Mayor Anne Rudin, Bishop 
Francis Quinn, Sen. Leroy Greene. 
D-Sa amento, and Democratic 
Assemblymen Lloyd Connelly and 
Philip Isenberg, both of Sacramento 
took place as a symolic gesture 
toward the celeb. ation of Arbor Day 


Ninety trees are scheduled to be 
removed from the mall for the LRT 
Only 21 will be saved. Those 21 will 
be auctioned off or donated to 
Sacramento area residents or busi 
nesses. According to David Spease 
city landscape architect, “Only 21 of 
the trees will be saved because some 
of the trees are not worth it; they 
won't stand the shock of relocation 
They're just not worth the expense.” 

The first five trees to be uprooted 
have been donated by STDA to the 
Sacramento Tree Foundation, a non- 
profit oreganization dedicated to the 
preservation of all trees. The five trees 


Women’s Role In U.S. 
Economy Is Dismal

A review of working women’s his- 
tory and thetr present status closed 
Women’s History Week Friday night 
in a lecture and film presentation put 
on by the Progressive Alliance 

The Progressive Alliance has no 
sole political affiliation and is 
“designed to organize as many people 
as possible who are dedicated to 
democracy, dedicated to combatting 
racism and sexism, dedicated to 
struggling against impenalism, into an 
effective weapon against injustices,” 
according to its statement of 
principles 

Progressive Alliance member 
Irene Culver gave a short lecture on 
working women’s role in the econ- 
omy and their fight against social 
injustice. “Working class women 
have always played a part in eliminat- 
ing social injustice,” Culver said 
before an audience of 33 people. 

Culver said lack of child care facil- 
ities in the United States has ham- 
pered women’s efforts in improving 
their economic situation. During 
World War II, factories called 
women to work due to a lack of men 
in the plants. 

The government set up child care 
centers during the war, but the

“Women were sent home and 
child care centers, were eliminated,” 
said Culver 

“Child care still is not available 
and not affordable,” said Culver, who 
added, “If we wait for the govern- 
ment, we wait in vain.” 

Culver cited a number of statistics 
regarding the current economic plight 
of working women and poor women.

Despite an ASI senate resolution 
lo the contrary, the Social Security 
number (SSN) will continue to be the 
primary student identifier at CSUS 

Students will be denied the chance 
to have the number removed as their 
identifier, said Dean of Students 
Timothy Comstock in a 
interview 

Comstock decided he will treat 
the ASI resolution, SR &3-54 
“request, or hope, but not as a policy 
directive.” The university will make 
no policy changes on the number's 
use unless compelled, he said. “The 
paperwork would be a real head-

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Acting Saves Faulty Script

The 19th century tragedy of 
Camille (La Dame aux Camelias), by 
Alexandre Dumas still holds much 
the same appeal for today’s audience 
as it did when it was first performed 


The production, which opened 
Friday night in the University Thea- 
tre, revolves around the beautiful Par- 
sian courtesan Marguerite Gautier 
and her only true love, Armand 
Duval, the son of an aristocrat. At the 
request of Armand’s father, Marguer- 
ite leaves her lover for the sake of his 
family. Not understanding, he treats 
her cruelly. When he finally learns the 
truth, it is too late; Marguirete’s illness 
has become fatal and he returns only 


to see her die 
Director Don G. Fibiger has suc- 


ceeded in not letting Camille become 


too melodramatic. Although the basic 
story line is common, this Camille 
remains fresh and sentimental rather 
than sublime 


The production is highlighted 
by some very fine acting. Michele 
Prefach as Marguerite Gautier is con 
vincing in her transition from the heart- 
less Courtesan to a woman discover 
ing the joys of love for the first ume 
However, the degeneration of her 
illness, tuberculosis, is underplayed 


Doug deNeveu as Armand is also 
convincing as the shy admirer He 
possesses a naive jealousy of Marguer- 
ite’s frend Count de Giray (Cary 


Anderson) that is appealing. It pro- 
vides a nice contrast te the vengeful 
jealousy of his rival, Baron de Varville 
(Douglas Richards)

Greek Alcohol 


Two weeks ago, a UC Davis student died in a vehicle 
accident as he and 11 other fraternity brothers, most of whom 
had been drinking excessively, returned from a trip to the Yolo 
Causeway to spell out 4 message in rocks on the levee. A month 
ago, 4 fraternity member being initiated at Chico Stte died 
when his brothers left him, stone drunk, on the side of the road 
as they were drag racing —— he walked into a car which was 
traveling 70 mph. Last fall, another Chico State fraternity 
member died in an alcohol and hazing related activity. This is 
brotherly love? 

Quite clearly it 1s not, but despite the prevalence of these 
and other similar incidents, the public, most particularly the 
non-campus sector, seems to overlook the root problem 
alcohol. The story in The Sacramento Bee the day after the first 
incident provided an anecdotal lead attempting to illicit. ‘vm- 
pathy for the poor young man. There was no mention of 
alcohol until the sixth paragraph, which was inside section one, 


off the front page where the story began 

For some reason, the Greek system never seems to bear the 
full brunt of its actions. There seems to be an inordinate amount 
of praise for their daytime community projects Painting a 
Children’s Care Center, raising money for local charity and 
activities of this genre are wonderful, indeed a requisite of the 
Greek mission 

However, these good-natured events do not, should not. 
and cannot be a justification for nightume dependence on 
alcohol for social activities, which apparently leads to gross 
mischief, drunk driving and manslaughter. Clearly. this 
dependence on alcohol indeed, overdependence isa 
serious flaw in the angelic appearance of this society which 
purports to train the future leaders and public examples of 
\merica 

In recent years there have been attempts to address this 
problem. Many campuses, reacting to negative public opinion, 
have toned down the severe hazing that in far too many cases 
has led to death. Also, some fraternities such as Pi Kappa Alpha 
have tried “dry rushes.” But as the events of the past year 
indicate, the efforts are faddish at best. totally inadequate at 
worst. Obviously, the correction to this problem is a more 
candid appraisal of Greek ethics, a limitation to the alcohol 
consumption and less dilusion of the public as to who's respon- 
sible, and who's to blame 


Women’s Week 


It easily could have lasted more than seven days, but the 
CSUS Women’s History Week that celebrated cultural diver- 
sity presented an array of quality programs, seminars and 
speakers, The intense focus on female accomplishments, abili- 
ues, potential and distinct nature helped fill a “ocial awareness 
gap existent on campus 

Keynote speaker Angela Davis drew a standing room only 
crowd and helped shape a positive and enthusiastic following 
of the week's events. National speakers are an effective way to 
Increase participation and interest — both of which are essen- 
tial to the subject of women’s history. 

Underlying the glitter of Davis’ performance was a tre- 
mendous effort by a host of campus groups that resulted in a 
wide range of quality participation. The Women’s History 
Week Committee, the women’s studies department and stu- 
dent association, Women in Art, Ethnic Studies, the Lesbian 
and Gay People’s Union and the Activity Finance Council all 
had important roles in the week’s activities. 

Unfortunately, attendance was poor for several of the 
events despite the publicity and potential of the programs. It 
seems that a greater involvement by non-participants would, 
given the range of subjects, educate an often ignorant or apa- 
thetic public about the women’s cause 

Despite the attendance lapses, the week must nonetheless be 
praised as a success. It is an event that quite possibly should be 
stretched to a month to allow for more learning because 
obviously more people need to become aware of the important 
and often unrecognized role women play in this society.
